of Reference A personally called on A/2 and volunteered information 
to the Subject which will be discussed below (See para 4), 

2. With regard to the last sentence in paragraph 4c of Reference 
A, wherein it is stated that FEDYK shows his "religion as Rowan 
Cathelic,' which is rather unusual for a Ukrainian , w the following 
way be ©f seat© help to you. A large percentage of Western Ukrainians 
(Galicians) are actually Reman Catholics of the Byzantine or Eastern 
Rite, or Uni ate s (those united with Rome), as opposed to the Latin 
Rite Roman Catholics. It is true, however, that Western Ukrainian 
Catholics more frequently are referred to as Ukrainian Catholics or 
Greek Catholics, as opposed to the Ukrainian Orthodox from Eastern 
Ukraine, who are not affiliated with Rowe.

which you may pass to SMABOVE as you deem appropriate* In all 
instances, AECASS0tfARY/2 is to be described to SJ4 ABOVE as a sensitive, 
confidential KUSAJRK source: 
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a* YAREMKO is a naturalized American citizen of 
Ukrainian birth, a lawyer by profession. 
in<r to an GMNVY report doted 28 May 1965, he was hors 
5 February 1911 is Wykoty, near Lvov, andnaturolizod 
on 20 December 1950 in New York ; he was divorced fro® 
his first wife; on 7 December 1953 in Chicago, he 
married Isolde H* Nee BURTNIEKS who was horn 27 July 
1923 in Liepja, Latvia; a daughter, Christine, was bom 
to then on 22 Acteber 1954 in Chicago.) 

fe* YAREMKO visited the Soviet Union la the summer 
of 1963 to negotiate for imports of Ukrainian objects 
d* art for sale in his Chicago store , YEVSHAN Z* ILL A. 

He told A/2 on his return from the Soviet Union in 1963 that 
his business trip had been arranged in advance through 
commercial contacts with a member of the Soviet Mission in 
New York and by Me shdun credit aya Kniga of Moscow. He said 
his visa had been given to him by L* KYZIA, who was with 
the Soviet Ukrainian Delegation at the United Nations at 
that time, because YARIMKG refused to apply for his 
Ukrainian visa through Moscow but insisted ©a negotiating 
with Kiev via the Soviet Ukrainian Mission in New York. 

c. YAREWKO also told A/2 at that time that he talked 

with, among many other Soviets, Kateryns KOLOSOVA (£_ ”T, 

head of the Soviet Ukrainian Committee for Cultural Contacts 
with Foreign Countries, and that on his return he met with 
Luka F. PALAMARCHUK, the then Ukrainian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, who was with the Soviet Ukrainian Delegation at the 
United Nations In Mew York. YAREBK0 said that KOLOSOVA had 
received him in her office in Kiev. She told hist Soviet 
Ukrainians were very much interested in having Ukrainian 
emigres visit in the Ukraine and that everyone was welcome, 
the past would be forgotten. 

d. YAREMKO reportedly made ether trips to the Soviet 
Union after 1963. In June of 1965 he called on an A£ CASSOWARY 
contact in New York. He said that he had just come from the 
Ukrainian Mission where he had met with representatives of 
the Ukrainian Delegation at the U. N. He criticized the 

AE CAS SO WARY contact for lack of enthusiasm in developing 
contacts with Soviet Ukrainians and encouraged the contact 
to visit the Ukraine. He also said that he personally was 
leaving for Kiev, Lvov and Moscow on business on 10 June 
1965 and that he planned to talk with the "Representative 
for Ukrainian Art** at the Ministry of Foreign Trade in 
Moscow. YAREMKQ suggested that the AE CAS SOW ARY contact 
help him in forming a chartered association for cultural 
contacts with the Ukraine, and said that he had been assured 
by Soviet Ukrainian writers and artists that they would be 
permitted sad happy t© come to the West if invited by such 
an "official association.** 

I® early November 1965, YAREMKG called on A/2 and teld 
him he had visited the Soviet Union for nine days in June -July 
196S. He brought back with him a speech which reportedly 
had boon delivered by writer Ivan DZYUBA to the Ukrainian 
Union ©f Writers is Kiev at a celebration dedicated to the 
memory of Vasyl* 5YMONENKO. (FYI only? He left a copy of the 
speech with A/2* The speech is nationalist in content. It 
was reported by another AECASSOWARY contact that friends of 
DZYUBA guarded his heme for about Z weeks following the 
speech because they feezed he would bo arrested* Although 
the fact that DZYUBA made the speech is being discussed in 
Ukrainian emigre circles. A/2 has refrained from publicizing 
this speech in the lest, at least for the time being, because 
he suspects that YAREMKO was asked by Soviet authorities to 
give the speech to A/2 to see what use weald be made of it.

g. YAREMKG called ©a an AECASSOWARY contact in 
November and December 1965, at which tine he discussed 
various aspects of cultural exchanges between Kiev and the 
Ukrainian emigration. Be said he considered it very 
important to organize a group of Ukrainian emigre pro- 
fessionals te visit Kiev the following summer. In late 
January 1966 YAREMKG again called on the AECASSOWARY contact 
and reiterated his arguments about the Importance of en- 
couraging cultural exchanges and tourist travel te the 
Ukraine, and he went so far as to specify a number of 
prominent Ukrainian emigres who should be included in the 
initial groups te be organized for such travel. Be said he 
preferred net to become involved in any ef the political 
negotiations members of these groups might conduct with 
Soviet Ukrainians but to limit Ms role to the technical 
organizational aspects. YAREMKG mentioned at this time 
that he had heard the rumors about arrests of young 
Ukrainian writers in Lvov and Kiev but that he personally 
did not believe the rumors to be true. He again repeated 
his previous comments about the genuineness of KOLOSOVA* s 
Ukrainian patriotism and about how Moscow had become alarmed 
about her efforts to strengthen ties with Ukrainian emigres. 

It was during this visit with the AECASSOWARY contact that 
YAREMKG talked about Ivan KOLASKA of Toronto, Be told A/2 
that when E0LASKA was returning to Tor mi to after two years 
ia the Ukraine, the KGS confiscated documents he had on his 
person just prior to his departure fTom Kiev. 

h. YAREMKG visited the AECASSOWARY contact again in 
March 1966 and repeated his arguments in favor of organizing 
& tourist group to the Ukraine. He said he was going to 
discuss with Sergei SHEVCHENKO, heed ef the Ukrainian 
Permanent Mission to the United Nations, the possibility of 
obtaining special rates for members of such groups* During 
this visit YAREMKG, when questioned by the contact about his 
political affiliation, said he would doscribo himself as a 
national communist. 

t. Os 2 Hoy 1966 YAREMKG again net with AECASSOWARY/2, 
tifc he made the following statements « "Ivan

9 March 1966 for infers atl<»i on KOROT YCB) . KOROTYCH told the 
Czech source that Soviet Ukrainian writers had sent material to 
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the West via KOLASKA* but he did net describe the sate rial 
ner did he say for who® it was intended. SCOROTYCH did s ay * 
however* that SVITLYCHNY was arrested for two reasons; i.e.* 
for transmittal of the STMONENKO material to the West and 
for anti-Soviet activities* Now KOLASKA did sent ion to 
YAREWKO that he had "materials" confiscated by the KGB* and 
he also mentioned to the CHJN/Welnick people with whoa 
ho had contact in Canada* according to the AECASSOWASY source* 
that he had literature taken away from him by the KGB just 
prior to his departure from Kiev and that be was arrested as 
a result of having had the material with his* Thus the 
speculation that KOLASKA and XOROTYCH were involved in the 
compromise of the Soviet Ukrainian writers* one of whom was 
SVITLYCBWY, arrested in late 1905. We have no other informa- 
tion on the relationship between KOROTYCH and KOLASKA. 

k* KUBARK has had no correspondence with QBENYY on 
YAREKKO* However* an informational report from OBBNVY to 
KUBARK* dated IB June 1965* reveals that ODENVY has been in 
contact with YAREMKO in connection with his business dealings 
with the Soviet Union* 

1* It is believed KOLASKA* s statement to SMABOVE that 
he was arrested by the KGB in Kiev and put on a plane for 
Canada is probably true. However* tf true* then He had to 
confess the names of the Soviet Ukrainians who had given hi® 
the literature which he claims was confiscated from hie before 
he was released for .return to Canada* Another probability is 
that fee volunteered K0R0TYCH the eases ©f the writers who had 
gives hie literature for delivery to the West and that his 
arrest* if it did take place* was staged to maintain his 
innocence in the eyes of the writers. Still another aspect 
which creeps into the story and which we hesitate to bring in 
t© complicate it any further* is that KOLASKA had mentioned in 
a letter be wrote from the Soviet Union to a Canadian citizen 
with who® he maintained correspondence at that tine* and who 
since has become disenchanted with her Progressive colleagues* 
that he spent several months in a hospital during his stay in 
the Soviet Union being treated for a nervous disorder* We 
have noiother details on this interesting bit and we do not 
have the name of the AECASSOWARY source of the information 
but the Canadian citizen to who® KOI, ASK A reportedly wrote 
this information is Halyna &HJCHYN (phonetical spelling) ©f 
Winnipeg on whom headquarters Has »© identifiable traces. 

3. It is requested that SUk&OVB be very discreet in whatever 
Contacts they sake with Canadian citizens as a result of any informs 
tion reported to them which emanates from AECASSOWARY sources as we 
would want to protect the AE CASSOWARIES from any compromise. 
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
